HARLES K. MOSER was born August 27, i877, in Marion, Virginia. He was educated in the private and 

public schools of Virginia and California, and was graduated from the University of California in 1900, 
majoring in economics and history. After engaging in newspaper work and practicing law in San Francisco, 
Mr. Moser entered the Foreign Service of the Department of State. During the period 1909-1923, he served 
as Consul at Aden, Colombo, Harbin, Tiflis, and Constantinople. 

Throughout the World War Mr. Moser was stationed in Ceylon, Manchuria, and Mongolia; he represented 
German and Austrian interests there during the period of United States neutrality, and was Chairman of 
American Red Cross activities in those areas during that period. 

Mr. Moser entered the service of the Department of Commerce in 1924, and has since been actively 
connected with the Far Eastern work of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. For many years 
he served as Chief of the Far Eastern Section, Division of Regional Information, before assuming his present 
position on April |, 1941. Since 1925 Mr. Moser has been a lecturer on Far Eastern Economics at American 
University, at Georgetown University, and at the Campbell Turner Diplomatic School, all of Washington, D. C. 

In addition to governmental publications, Mr. Moser has contributed articles and short stories to a 
number of magazines, and is in frequent demand as a speaker on public affairs relating to the Far East.

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SHIP PRIORITIES ACT-AMENDMENTS 


So-called 
FOREIGN FREIGHT FORWARDERS BILL 


The following Bill, H. R. 6002, authorizes the United States Maritime Commission 
to prescribe consignment and handling arrangements with respect to certain articles 
exported from the United States, and for other purposes. H. R. 6001, identical, was 
presented by the other side of the House, which makes this legislature nonpartisan. 


H.R. 6002 


77th CONGRESS, Ist SESSION 
IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
November 10, 1941 

Mr. O'Leary introduced the following bill; which was referred to the Committee on 
the Merchant Marine and Fisheries. 

To authorize the United States Maritime Commission to prescribe consignment and 
handling arrangements with respect to certain articles exported from the United States, 
and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Act entitled “An Act to provide for priorities in 
transportation by merchant vessels in the interests of national defense, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved July 14, 1941, is amended— 

(a) By inserting before section 1 the following title heading: 


“TITLE I—VESSEL PRIORITIES” 
(b) By striking out “this Act” wherever appearing therein and inserting in lieu 
thereof “this title’; and 
(c) By adding at the end thereof the following: 


“TITLE II—CONSIGNMENT ARRANGEMENTS 

“Sec. 21. All articles, materials, and supplies which are purchased by the United States 
for export or import shall be forwarded from points of production to ports of the United 
States under such consignment arrangements as the United States Maritime Commission 
shall by rules and regulations prescribe. 

“Sec. 22. (a) Rules and regulations of the Commission under section 21 shall include 
provisions— 

“(1) providing for the issuance by the Commission to qualified foreign-freight for- 
warders and qualified licensed customs house brokers of warrants for the handling of 
articles, materials, and supplies described in section 21; 

A “(2) requiring that no services heretofore customarily performed at ports of the United 
States by foreign-freight forwarders or licensed customhouse brokers with respect to the 
export or import of merchandise shall be performed with respect to the export or import 
of articles, materials, or supplies, described in section 21 by a person not holding a warrant 
pursuant to paragraph (1), unless such articles, materials, or supplies are exported from 
or imported into the United States for use of the United States Army or Navy on United 
States Army or Navy transports; 

; (3) providing for the selection, by the producer in the case of export, and by the con- 
Signee in the case of import, of the warrant holder to perform the services described in 
paragraph (2); and 

“(4) requiring the furnishing to the Commission by applicants for warrants and by 
warrant holders of such information as the Commission deems necessary to enable it to 
carry out the provisions of subsection (b). 

_ _ (b) A foreign-freight forwarder or licensed customhouse broker at any port of the 
United States shall be deemed qualified for the purposes of subsection (a) and entitled to a 
warrant of handling if the Commission finds— 

“(1) that such forwarder or broker, as the case may be, was in business as such at 
such port on or prior to September 1, 1939; 

(2) that such forwarder or broker, as the case may be is a citizen of the United States, 
or if such forwarder or broker does business otherwise than as an individual, that no con- 
trol, direct or indirect, of such forwarder or broker is held or exercised by any person 
other than a citizen of the United States; and 

“(3) in the event such forwarder continues to receive the customary brokerage fees 
from steamship companies, that the handling and service charges of such forwarder do not 
exceed the customary charges in effect at such port on September 1, 1941. 

“Sec. 23. Whoever violates any provision included in regulations of the Commission by 
reason of section 22 (a) (2) or (4) shall upon conviction thereof be fined not more than 
$5,000, or be imprisoned for not more than two years, or both. 

“Sec. 24. This title shall be in effect only during the unlimited national emerge 
claimed by the President on May 27, 1941, but in no event later than June 30, 1943.’ 
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The Ship Priority Act of July 14, 1941, which set up a warrant system for merchant 
vessels by the U. S. Maritime Commission would be amended by adding a_ new title (II) 
to be known as “Consignment Arrangements” to remain in force for the duration of the 
present emergency but not later than June 30, 1943. 

The new title would provide that all articles, materials and supplies purchased by the 
United States for export or import would be forwarded from points of production to ports 
of the United States under such consignment arrangements as the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission by rules and regulations might provide. These rules and regulations would in- 
clude provisions: (1) for issuance of warrants by the Commission to qualified foreign- 
freight forwarders and customhouse brokers for the handling of such supplies; (2) requir- 
ing that any services heretofore performed at U. S. ports by foreign-freight forwarders or 
licensed customihouse brokers for the export or import of materials or supplies for the

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Trade- Agreement Negotiations with Iceland 


The Secretary of State issued formal notice of intention to negotiate a trade agreement 
vith the Government of Iceland. 

The Committee for Reciprocity Information issued simultaneously a notice setting 
the dates for the submission to it of information and views in writing and of applications 
io appear at public hearings to be held by the Committee, and fixing the time and place 
for the opening of the hearings. 

There is attached a list of products which will come under consideration for the 
possible granting of concessions by the Government of the United States. Representations 
which interested persons may wish to make to the Committee for Reciprocity Information 
need not be confined to the articles appearing on this list, but may cover any articles 
of actual or potential interest in the import or export trade of the United States with 
Iceland. However, only the articles contained in the list issued or in any supplementary 
‘ist issued later will come under consideration for the possible granting of concessions 
by the Government of the United States.

WAR RISK INSURANCE 


The American Insurance Underwriters 
have announced on Nov. 1, 1941, that, effec- 
tive immediately, the rate for war risk in- 
surance from West Coast United Kingdom 
Ports and United Kingdom Channel Ports 
not east of Southampton, Irish Free State 
and North Ireland to the United States 
Canada, West Indies, Central and South 
America and Mexico, has been redueed from 
10 per cent to 7% per cent. 


TRADE BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES AND CHINA 


GENERAL LICENSE NO. 58 AMENDED 
AND GENERAL LICENSE NO. 75 ISSUED 

The Secretary of the Treasury yesterday 
announced important amendments to Gen- 
eral License No. 58 relating to trade be- 
tween the United States and China under 
the freezing control, and the issuance of a 
new general license covering remittances to 
China, 

Under the amendment to General License 
No. 58, trade between the United States and 
China will be cleared through the Stabiliza- 
tion Board of China or its authorized agents 
t. S. Customs authorities have been in- 
structed before clearing shipments to re- 
quire proof that this condition has been sat- 
isfled. The dollars accruing from exports 


from China to the United States will be 
made available to China, and the National 
Government of China will be aided in con- 
trolling imports. 

The foreign exchange position of China 
will also be strengthened by the new Gen- 
eral License No. 75 covering remittances to 
China. Pursuant to this license remittances 
in any amount are permitted to any part of 
China, except Manchuria, as long as the 
United States dollars arising from such re- 
mittances are made available to the Stabil- 
ization Board of China upon its demand 
Dollars in Chinese blocked accounts as well 
as unblocked dollars may be employed in 
making such remittances. 

Under General License No. 75 any do- 
mestic bank in the United States can accept 
orders for remittances to China. Such re- 
mittances are then effected by a domestic 
bank paying the dollar amount of the remit- 
tance to a designated agent of the Central 
Bank of China for the account of an “ap- 
pointed bank.” These dollars will in turn 
be made available to the Stabilization Board 
of China upon demand against delivery of 
an equivalent amount of Chinese national 
currency. The Chinese Government has an- 
nounced that the Bank of China and the 
Philippine sank of Communications have

Each of these cir- 
cumstances is echoed by fluctuating 
freight rates, changing commodity quota- 
tions and usually by a new set of marine 
insurance rates. A good example is the 
case of the Near East: 

The year 1941 got under way with fight- 


ing in Lybia and Ethiopia. Hostilities 
broadened through the Balkans, swept 
through Greece and Crete; now Russia 


fights Germany on a 3,000 mile front. Of 
course, this was reflected by further for- 
eign trade trouble, particularly between 
the Mediterranean area and the United 
States—has almost created a standstill, 
in fact. For instance, imports from Tur- 
key were routed via Suez and Cape of 
Good Hope instead of via Gibraltar, which 
added expense of canal tolls and higher 
freight rates for the longer voyage. Such 
voyages must cross the Equator twice, 
making special precautions necessary for 
cargo protection in the ship’s hold. Dura- 
tion of trips is two or three times as long 
on such voyages as it would be in peace 
time. It is now past history that under- 
writers suffered heavy losses on tobacco 
shipped from Mediterranean ports via 
Suez and the Cape. Marine insurance 
rates went up on such voyages but proved 
entirely inadequate. 

Before this article appears in print, an 
entire new set of circumstances may have 
arisen. A ship sailing now for the Far 
East usually will not complete her run for 
seven or eight weeks. Marine insurance 


rates which apply today may be distinctly

Ocean war risk insurance rates are sen- 
sitive day by day to the world political 
picture. Broadly speaking, war-risk in- 
surance applies only when the cargo is on 
board the overseas vessel, although a new 
phase developed last July, following the 
Japanese Government’s recall of its flag 
steamers, preventing their sailings with 
goods to the United States. This action 
probably tied up millions of dollars worth 
of merchandise owned by American inter- 
In an endeavor to relieve this situa- 
tion, marine underwriters deviated some- 
what from the fixed restriction of war 
risk coverage only while afloat and offered 
limited protection to bona fide American 
interests. 

For American owned cargo on which 
war risk insurance has heretofore at- 
tached, but which cargo, due to recent acts 
of the Japanese Government, is now afloat 
or on shore at a port of transhipment in 
Japan or Japanese controlled territories, 
it is at present writing permissible to 
grant insurance against physical damage 
for fixed periods of time. This includes 
damage or destruction by named perils 
such as bombs, gunfire or torpedoes, but

COUNCIL DESIGNATED TO RE- 
CEIVE COMPLAINTS REGARDING 
BRITISH COMPETITION 


With reference to the above caption, we 
have now received the following explan- 
ation of the procedure required in connec- 
tion with obtaining orders for “non-lend 
lease” supplies” still obtainable through 
ordinary commercial channels. 

The extent to which supplies of a non- 
military character will be lend-leased by 
the United Kingdom and Dominions and 
Colonies is a question which rests with the 
United States Administration No general 
answer can be given in advance, and it may 
be some time before the situation is clari- 
fied Where lend-lease terms are accorded 
the purchaser (in accordance with the terms 
of the Lend-Lease Act) must be the United 
States Government, which then transfers 
the articles to the Government of the coun- 
try to be aided Thus, in order that an 
article ean qualify administratively for 
lend-lease, and independently of the ques 
tion whether it is eligible on its merits, its 
procurement must be centralized through 
the Government of the recipient country 
and its representatives in the United States 

On the other hand, the idea that all pur- 
chases of goods which are not lend-leased 
to the United Kingdom and the Dominions 
and Colonies have to be made through the 
channel of the British Purchasing Commis- 
sion, is erroneous In the case of goods 
purchased directly for the United Kingdom 
or other governments, and in certain other 
cases, the transaction will be handled 
through the British Purchasing Commission 
In other cases the question of lend-lease is 
under consideration, and preparations for 
centralization of procurement have had to 
be made for the reasons given above, There 
remains, however, a variety of goods which 
continue to be handled through the normal 
channels of trade, and orders for which may 
be placed directly with suppliers in the 
United States without any intervention on 
the part of the British Purchasing Commis 
sion, unless required for the purpose of 
obtaining priorities and export licenses In 
most of these cases an import license issued 
by the appropriate Government authority 
will be necessary before an order placed 
directly with the supplier in the United 
States can be fulfilled 

Agents of American manufacturers and 
merchants in the United Kingdom, or in the 


British Dominions and Colonies should 
make application either themselves or 
through their customers, to the Import 


Licensing Department of the Board of Trade 
in England, or to the appropriate Govern 
ment Department in Dominions or Colonies 
for a license to import the goods required 
They will be required to satisfy the Licens 
ing Department as to the necessity for in 
porting the goods and, if the import license 
is granted, the provision of the dollar ex 
change required to place the order direct 
with the United States supplier concerned 
will be facilitated

AMENDMENTS TO CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 


NOTE: Amendments to the U. S. Customs Regulations of 1937 issued between now and 
February, 1942, will not be published in the BULLETIN but will be included, together with 
all amendments published to date, in the new 1942 edition of the CUSTOM HOUSE GUIDE. 


DRAWBACK ON "FOOTS" AND "SOAP STOCK" 


In the establishment of drawback rates on products manufactured or produced with 
the use of imported oils, or oils manufactured under drawback regulations, certain residues 
known as “foots” and “soap stock” resulting from such manufacturing operations hereto- 
fore have been regarded as products requiring the distribution of the drawback thereto in 
accordance with their relative values at the time of separation, under the provisions of 
section 313, Tariff Act of 1930. 

On the basis of an investigation recently conducted on the subject, the Bureau has 
concluded that such “foots” and “soap stock” should be regarded as wastes and not as 
yrroducts 
' Accordingly, in all cases relating to the allowance of drawback on products manu- 
factured or produced with the use of imported oils or oils manufactured under drawback 
regulations, residues known as “foots” and “soap stock” resulting from such operations 
shall be regarded as wastes and not as products. 

This decision shall be effective as to oil products which are exported after November 
16, 1941. 

All rates of drawback now in effect, authorizing the allowance of drawback on products 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported or drawback oils, and which provide 
for the distribution of the drawback to “foots” or “soap stock” in accordance with their 
relative values at the time of separation, are hereby amended to provide that in liquidation 
such “foots” and “soap stock” shall be considered as wastes and not as products, [T.D. 
50490. ] 


N. Y. WORLD'S FAIR 1940—GOLDEN GATE INT'L EXPOSITION 


Attention is invited to Public Law 185 of the 77th Congress further amending the 
Joint Resolutions of August 16, 1937 (50 Stat. 668), as amended, and May 18, 1937 (50 Stat. 
is7), as amended and supplemented, which reads as follows: 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 
Cougress assembled, That the joint resolution “To permit articles imported from foreign coun- 
tries for the purpose of exhibition at the New York World’s Fair 1939, New York City, New 
York, to be admitted without payment of tariff, and for other purposes,’ approved August 16, 
1937 (50 Stat. 668), as amended, is hereby further amended by striking out the words “within 
sir months” wherever appearing therein and inserting in lieu thereof the words “within 
eighteen months,” and by adding a new section thereto reading as follows: 

Sec. 3. Notwithstanding any provision of the said joint resolution of August 16, 19387, as 
amended, or any regulation issued pursuant thereto, the New York World’s Fair 1940, In- 
corporated, shall not be liable for the payment of any duties, charges, or exactions in respect 
of articles entered under the provisions of the said joint resolution if such articles have been 
or shall be entered under the general tariff law and the general customs regulations in force 
at the time of such entry. Nothing in this section shall affect the liability of the New York 
World's Fair 1940, Incorporated, to reimburse the United States for the actual and necessary 
customs charges for labor services, and other expenses in connection with the entry, examina- 
tion, appraisement, release, or custody, together with the necessary charges for salaries of 
customs officers and employees in connection with the supervision, custody of, and accounting 
for articles imported, incurred prior to entry under the general tariff law. 

Sec. 2. That the joint resolution “Providing for the importation of articles free from tariff 
or customs duty for the purposes of exhibition at the Golden Gate International Exposition to 
be held at San Francisco, in 1989, and for other purposes,’ approved May 18, 1987 (50 Stat. 
187), as amended and supplemented, is hereby further amended by striking out the words 
“within six months” wherever appearing therein and inserting in lieu thereof the words “within 
eighteen months” and by adding a new section thereto to read as follows: 

Sec } Notwithstanding any provision of the said joint resolution of May 18, 1987, as 
mended and supplemented, or any regulation issued pursuant thereto, the San Francisco Bay 
Exposition shall not be liable for the payment of any duties, charges, or exactions in respect 
of articles entered under the provisions of the said joint resolution if such articles have been 
or shall be entered under the general tariff law and the general customs regulations in force at 
the time of such entry. Nothing in this section shall affect the liability of the San Francisco 
Bay Exposition to reimburse the United States for the actual and necessary customs charges 
for labor services, and other expenses in connection with the entry, examination, appraisement, 
release, or custody, together with the necessary charges for salaries of customs officers and 
employees in connection with the supervision, custody of, and accounting for articles imported, 
incurred prior to entry under the general tariff law. 

The regulations contained in (1938) T.D. 49447 and T.D. 49448, as amended by (1940) 
T.D. 50115 and T.D. 50170, are hereby amended by striking out the words “six months” 
wherever appearing therein and inserting in lieu thereof the words “eighteen months.” 

Paragraphs 15 of the said regulations, as amended, are modified by sections numbered 3 
of Public Law 185 of the 77th Congress to provide that the New York World’s Fair 1940, 
Ine., and the San Francisco Bay Exposition shall not be held responsible to the Govern- 
ment for the payment of any duties, charges or exactions in respect of articles entered 
under the provisions of the joint resolutions referred to if such articles have been or shall 
be entered under the general tariff law and the general customs regulations in force at the 
time of such entry. [T.D. 50491.]

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


NOTE.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts: medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS UNDER THE INSECTICIDE ACT OF 1910 

The appended copy of the rules and regulations prescribed jointly by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, the Secretary of Commerce, and the Secretary of the Treasury, in pur- 
suance of the provisions of section 3 of the Insecticide Act of 1910 (36 Stat. 331; 7 
U. S. C. 127), is published for the information and guidance of customs officers and 
others concerned. :

UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
Agricultural Marketing Service 
Revised Regulations for the Enforcement of the Insecticide Act of 1910 
Effective October 1, 1941 
(Title 7, Ch. 1, Part 161 of the Code of Federal Regulations) 

Pursuant to the authority of section 3 of the Insecticide Act of 1910 (36 Stat. 331; 7 
U. S. C. 127) we hereby make and publish the following rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of the Insecticide Act of 1910, to become effective on October 1, 1941. 

These regulations shall supersede those previously promulgated and published as Part 
180, Chapter I, Title 21, Code of Federal Regulations, which are hereby repealed 

Definitions 

161.1 Meaning of words. Words in the regulations in this part in the singular form 
shall be deemed to import the plural, and vice versa, as the case may demand. 

161.2 Terms defined. For the purpose of the regulations in this part, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires, the following terms shall be construed, respectively, to mean: 

(a) “Act” means the Insecticide Act of 1910 (36 Stat. 331; 7 U. S. C. 121-134). 

(b) “Person” means an individual, corporation, partnership, or two or more persons 
having a joint or common interest. 

(e) “Chief of Service’ means the Chief or Acting Chief of Agricultural Marketing 
Service, United States Department of Agriculture. 

(ad) “Package” includes the carton, box, barrel, or other receptacle into which ar 
insecticide or fungicide, paris green, or lead arsenate is placed for use, handling, removal, 
shipment, or conveyance; a single container of such article or articles or several containers 
packed together, including both the immediate container of the material and the box, 
carton, or other container (if any) in which it is enclosed or displayed. 

(e) “Unbroken package and original unbroken package” means the original package 
delivered by the shipper to the carrier at the initial point of interstate shipment, and also 
the unit package as ordinarily displayed on the shelves of the retail dealer or distributor. 

(f) “Label” includes any legend and descriptive matter or design printed, stenciled 
stamped, seared, or impressed upon the article or its container or wrapper, and also in- 
cludes any circular, pamphlet, or other descriptive matter packed with or accompanying 
the article at any time while such article is in interstate commerce, and such letters, 
‘irculars, pamphlets, and other descriptive matter to which reference is made, either on 
the label attached to the package or on the package itself, or any circular, pamphlet, or 
other descriptive matter accompanying the package in interstate commerce. 

(x) “Insect’’ means any of the numerous small invertebrate animals generaliy having 
the body more or less obviously segmented, for the most part belonging to the «lass 
insecta, comprising six-legged, usually winged forms, as, for example, beetles, bugs. bees, 
flies, and to other allied classes of arthropods whose members are wingless and usually 
have more than six legs, for example, spiders, mites, ticks, centipedes, and wood lice. 

(h) “Fungi” means all nonchlorophyll-bearing plants of a lower order than mosses 
and liverwort (i. e., nonchlorophyll-bearing thallophytes), as, for example, rusts, smuts, 
mildews, molds, yeasts, and bacteria. 

(i) “Official inspector” means any employee of the Agricultural Marketing Service 
or other authorized inspector or agent of the Department of Agriculture or of the Treasury 
Department. 
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Administration 

161.3 Authority. The Chief of Service is charged with the administration of the pro- 
visions of the Act and the regulations in this part and is authorized to issue such instruc- 
tions as he may deem proper and necessary. 

Samples 

161.4 Collection of samples. Samples shall be collected only by official inspectors. 

161.5 Investigations. Official inspectors shall make investigations to locate shipments 
of products which may be in violation of the law; visit manufacturers and distributors 
and, with their consent, obtain information concerning insecticides and fungicides mar- 
keted by such parties, and records of interstate shipments; consult shipping records, such 
as those kept by railroad, express, and trucking companies, and visit wholesale and retail 
establishments and other places to locate interstate shipments of insecticides and 
fungicides. 

161.6 Methods of examining samples. The methods of examining samples shall be 
those adopted and published by the Association of Official Agricultural Chemists (where 
applicable), and such other methods as may be necessary to determine whether or not 
the product and its labeling are in compliance with the law. These methods may include 
chemical, microscopical, physical, and bacteriological methods, and tests in orchard, field, 


garden and greenhouse, on animals, in or about premises, in cages, in the laboratory, and 
in such other places as may be necessary 

161.7 Hearings. If, from the examination or analysis, a sample appears to be adulter- 
ated or misbranded within the meaning of the Act, notice in writing, setting forth the 
charges, shall be sent to the person who made, or offered to make, the shipment, and to 


any other interested person, giving him an opportunity to offer such explanation as he 
may desire, for consideration by the Department. Should any such person file, in addition 
to his reply in writing, a written request for an oral hearing, giving his reasons therefor, 
due consideration will be given to the question whether any useful purpose would be 
served by such a hearing. 

No hearing will be granted prior to seizure action pursuant to section 10 of the Act

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Violations 

161.8 Report of violations. Requests for institution of prosecutions under sections 1 
and 2 of the Act, and, where practicable, for proceedings under section 10 of the Act, will 
be made by the Secretary of Agriculture to the Attorney General. Where immediate action 
is necessary to secure the seizure otf articles under section 10 and delay would result by 
reporting the facts to the Attorney General, the Secretary of Agriculture will communicate 
directly with the United States attorneys. In such cases, however, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture will promptly furnish the Attorney General with a copy of the communication to 
the United States Attorney. 

161.9 Publieation,. Publication shall be made of notices of judgment of the courts in 
cases arising under both the criminal sections (sections 1 and 2) and the seizure section 
(section 10) of the Act in the form of cir_ulars, © >tices, or bulletins as the Chief of Service 
may direct, 

Abstraction of Valuable Constituents 

161.10 When wholly abstracted. A vaiuable constituent will be considered as wholly 
abstracted from an article whenever the designation of the article imports its presence 
therein and the constituent has been wholly omitted therefrom, in the preparation of the 
article, or has been wholly removed from the completed article. 

161.11 When partly abstracted. A valuable constituent will be considered as partly 
abstracted from an article whenever the designation of the article imports its presence 
therein and the constituent is not present in the usual or customary amount or in the 
amount indicated on the label. 

Labeling 

161.12 Statements on label, Statements on labels must conform to the following re- 
quirements 

(a) To be in English language. All words, statements, and other information required 
by the Act to appear on the label shall be in the English language. 

(b) Ingredient statement. The ingredient statement, where required on labels of in- 
secticides and fungicides, shall: (1) be placed on that part of the label of each individual 
package or container (and also on the carton or outer container, if there is one) which is 
presented or displayed under customary conditions of purchase; (2) run parallel with other 
printed or reading matter on the label; (3) not be materially less conspicuous than any 
other word, statement, or information on the label: (4) be on a clear, contrasting back- 
ground and not obscured by designs or vignettes, or crowded with other written, printed, 
or graphic matter; (5) give the specific names by which the ingredient is commonly known, 
other than a trade name or collective name, or, if it does not have such a name, its correct 
chemical name; (6) give equal prominence to the names of the ingredients where more 
than one is present; (7) give single values for the percentages of the ingredients and shall 
uot use a sliding scale form of statement; and (8S) show the term “Inert Ingredient” in 
ispe and position equally as conspicuous as the term “Active Ingredient” when both these 
terms are used. 

(e¢) Phenol coefficient statement. If a label of a disinfectant bears a phenol coefficient 
statement it shall not be in a sliding scale form. 

(d) False and misleading statements. The use of any false or misleading statement on 
any part label or labeling, given as the statement or opinion of an expert or other 
person or based on such statement or opinion, shall not be justified, nor may such state- 
ment be justified by any descriptive matter explaining the use of the false or misleading 
statement 

Any statement on the label or labeling, either directly or indirectly implying that the 


product is recommended or endorsed by any agency of the Federal Government, is con- 











sidered misleading. 

161.12 When labels are required. Whenever, by the terms of the Act, information is 
required to be on the label of an insecticide or fungicide, a label must be placed on the 
article or its container in order that the statement can be made, The omission of a label 
will not excuse the absence of the required statement. 

161.14 Name and address of manufacturer—(a) True name and place. The name of 
the manufacturer or producer or the place of manufacture need not be given upon the 
label, but, if given, it must be the true name and true place. The words “Packed for * 

*”’ “Distributed by a *.’ or some equivalent phrase, shall be added to the label in 
case the name which appears upon the label is not that of the actual manufacturer or 
producer 

(b) When more than one place of manufacture. When a person actually manufactures 
or produces an insecticide, fungicide, paris green, or lead arsenate, in two or more places, 
the actual place of manufacture or production of each particular package need not be

(ec) Geographical name. The use of a geographical name on the label of ar ‘ 
or fungicide will not be considered misbranding when, by reason of long usage, it ha 
to represent a generic term and indicates a style, type, or brand, or a specific subst 
rather than the place of manufacture, but in all such cases the place where any 
article is manufactured or produced shall be stated on the principal label 

Guaranty 

161.15 Guaranty against adulteration and misbranding. The following provisi« 
apply to the furnishing and use of the guaranty: 

(a) To dealer. Any wholesaler, manufacturer, jobber, or other person residing in th 
United States may furnish to any person to whom he sells any insecticide, paris green 
lead arsenate, or fungicide, a guaranty that such article is not adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the Act. 

(b) Essential wording. Each guaranty to afford protection shall be signed by, and 
shall contain the name and address of, the wholesaler, manufacturer, jobber, or othe 
person residing in the United States who sold the article, and it shall be stated in the 
guaranty that such article or articles are not adulterated or misbranded within the mean 
ing of the Act. The guaranty shall not appear on the labels or packages 

(ce) Holder not to be prosecuted, No dealer in insecti.ides, paris green, lead arsenate, 
or fungicides will be liable to prosecution if he can establish that the articles were sold 
under a guaranty given in compliance with the regulations in this part 

Imports 

161.16 Declaration. All invoices of insecticides, paris greens, lead arsenates, and fung! 
cides imported into the United States shall be accompanied by a declaration of the shipper 
made before a United States consular officer, as follows:

161.17 Notice of shipments for importation. The collector of customs shall notify the 
Agricultural Marketing Service of the United States Department of Agriculture of all ship- 
ments of insecticides and fungicides being imported into the United States and shall detain 
all such shipments until notified by the Agricultural Marketing Service that the shipment 
may be released. 

161.18 Drawing of samples of import shipments. The collector of customs shall, on 
request of the Agricultural Marketing Service of the United States Department of Agri 
culture, draw samples of import shipments of insecticides and fungicides and deliver them 
together with a copy of the labeling and all accompanying circulars and advertising matter 
pertaining to the goods to the designated laboratory of the Agricultural Marketing Service 

161.19 Bond for release of ir rts pending examination. Consignments of insecticides 
paris greens, lead arsenates, or fungicides, offered for importation into the United States 
may be detained pending examination to determine whether they are adulterated or mis 
branded, or they may be released to the consignee prior to such examination upon the 
execution on the appropriate form of customs single-entry or term bond in such amount 
as is prescribed for such bonds in the customs regulations in force on the date of entry 
and containing a condition for the redelivery of the merchandise or any part thereof upon 
demand of the collector of customs at any time. The bond shall be filed with the collector 
of customs, who, in case of default, shall take appropriate action to effect the collection of 
liquidated damages as provided for in the bond 

161.20 Procedure for examination. 

(a) If, upon examination or analysis of a sample from an import consignment of in 
secticides, paris greens, lead arsenates, or fungicides, (1) it is found not to be adulterated 
or misbranded, the Agricultural Marketing Service shall notify the collector of customs 
that the shipment may be released; (2) but if the consignment is found to be adulterated 
or misbranded the owner or consignee shall be promply notified by the Agricultural Mar 
keting Service of the nature of the charge in order that he may be given an opportunity 
to show cause why the shipment should not be destroyed or refused entry. 

(b) A reasonable time will be allowed the owner or consignee to submit evidence fo1 
consideration in connection with charges of adulteration or misbranding 

(e) If, after consideration of all of the evidence in the case, it still appears that the 
consignment may not be lawfully admitted into the United States, the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Service shall notify the coliector of customs that the product is adulterated o1 
misbranded under the Act and the Secretary of the Treasury (1) shall refuse delivery to 
the consignees and, under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe 
shall cause the destruction of any goods not exported by the consignee within three months 
from the date of notice of such refusal of entry, or (2) if the shipment has been released 
to the consignee on bond, action will be taken to enforce the terms of the bond iT. D.

Authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to permit the entry of bona-fide samples of 
coffee without regard to quota restrictions 

sy virtue of the authority vested in me by section 2 of the joint resolution of Congress 
approved April 11, 1941 (Public Law 33, 77th Cong.), I hereby authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury, under such conditions as he may prescribe, to permit the entry into the 
United States of bona-fide samples of coffee for testing purposes without regard to the 
quota restrictions provided for in the Inter-American Coffee Agreement. The White House, 


September 26, 1941. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


Pursuant to the authority contained in that order the following regulations are 
prescribed. 

Sec. 10.54. Entry of samples of coffee without regard to quota restrictions pro- 
vided for in Inter-American Coffee Agreement; conditions prescribed. (a) Collectors of 
customs are authorized to admit coffee to entry for consumption without regard to 
quota restrictions under the Inter-American Coffee Agreement (T.D. 50372) when satis- 
fied from an affidavit of the importer, or other evidence presented at the time of entry, 
that the coffee consists of samples imported for testing purposes only. 

(b) Samples of coffee found to be exempt from quota limitations in accordance 
with paragraph (a) of this section may be entered for consumption without being re- 
ported for quota status and shall not be included in quota reports to the Bureau nor be 
subject to any other quota regulations. [T.D. 50499.]

IMPORTATION OF CHAMPAGNE 

There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from 
the Deputy Commissioner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, dated October 20, 1941, further 
in regard to the importation of champagne: 

“Reference is made to Bureau letter of May 1, 1941, requesting that instructions be 
issued to Collectors to permit the release of champagnes, regardless of the country of 
origin, upon presentation by the importer of a certificate executed by a competent official 
of the country of origin, attested to by a United States Consular Officer, stating that the 
wines are, in fact, sparkling, light white wines which have derived their effervescence solely 
from secondary fermentation within glass containers of a capacity of one gallon or less 
Reference is also made to Bureau letter of September 18, 1941, in which you were requested 
to permit the release without the certificates specified in letter of May Ist of all Argentinse 
sparkling wines bearing champagne labels which were being held in Customs custody on 
that date. 

“In view of the action taken in connection with the release of stocks of Argentine 
champagne, it is believed desirable to extend this action to all other champagnes, It will, 
accordingly, be in order for your Collectors to permit the release of all champagnes which 
were in Customs custody on September 25, 1941, regardless of the country of origin, with 
out the certificates specified in Bureau letter of May Ist. The requirement of certificates, 
outlined in this letter, however, should be applied to all sparkling wines bearing cham- 
pagne labels which are received into Customs custody after September 25, 1941." [C/L. 2254.] 


OVERTIME SERVICES BONDED WAREHOUSES—OVERTIME BOND 


An inquiry has been received in the Bureau whether the Proprietor’s Warehouse Bond, 
customs Form 3581, and the Proprietor’s Manufacturing Warehouse Bond, customs Form 
3583, are intended to cover the payment of overtime compensation for customs officers 01 
employees when such services are requested by the principal on the bond pursuant to the 
provisions of section 451, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and relate to the movement of 
merchandise in or out of the bonded warehouse or from one part of the bonded premises 
to another. 

Until further advised by the Bureau, your office should require an overtime bond, cus 
toms Form 7597 (single entry), or customs Form 7599 (term), when a request for overtime 
services of customs officers or employees at night, or on Sunday, or a holiday is made by 
the proprietor of a bonded warehouse pursuant to the provisions of section 451, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended. The amount of the bond should be fixed by your office in such sun 
as will adequately protect the interests of the Government The Proprietor’s Warehouse 
Bond, customs Form 3581, or Proprietor’s Manufacturing Warehouse Bond, customs Forn 
S583, shall not be used for overtime requests [C/L. 2255. ] 


BRITISH PURCHASE TAX 


The Bureau of Customs has rendered a ruling in the very much involved British Pur 
chase Tax matter. They have clarified the procedure to be followed in connection with 
all entries made prior to the receipt of their ruling of September 17, 1941 

The Bureau held that on all entries made prior to the receipt of their ruling on which 
voluntary additions were made at time of entry and on which appraisement was withheld, 
application may be filed under the authority of T.D, 4988S requesting the Appraiser to 
suspend appraisement pending final decision by the Court in the test cases Entries made 
during the same period on which no additions were made at time of entry and on which 
the Appraiser now requests an addition to cover the tax may be amended by making a 
voluntary addition equal to the tax. In this instance, following the amendment, applica- 
tion may also be filed under the same authority, requesting the Appraiser to withhold ap- 
praisement pending final decision by the Court in the test cases 

If the decision of the Court is favorable, i.e., that the tax is not part of the dutiabl« 
value, it will be in order to amend entries by deducting the amount of tax added on the 
invoices on which appraisement was suspended under T.D. 49X88, 

With respect to entries made after receipt of the Bureau’s ruling of September 17, 
1941, the following test cases may be cited in duress certificates at time of entry, regard- 
less of whether the merchandise in the entries entered under duress is the same or similar 
to that involved in the test cases, since the fundamental issue is the same in every instance, 
namely the tax

and the Baltic Sea. These restrictions 
naturally were disturbing to certain 
American steamship lines which had built 
up a substantial trade with those coun- 
tries. The merchant vessels of Germany 
were withdrawn from trade immediately 
upon declaration of war. British and 
French ships were commandeered by their 
respective governments for national ser- 
vice, leaving only neutral fleets to carry 
on. These circumstances contributed to a 
great shortage of tonnage, old vessels, 
which had been laid up for years, being 


pressed into service. Many American 
ships, although they have been sold to 
foreign companies some of which were 


American owned, fly foreign flags. This 
redistribution of tonnage required close 
observation by underwriters and higher 


rates when inferior ships were involved. 
Other conditions also developed requiring 
continuous scrutiny —fast loading of 
teamers with the probability of improper 
stowage and hasty unloading. Such fac- 
tors tend to increase losses with the in- 
evitable result of increased marine insur- 
ance rates.

NOTE: The following items of interest to Importers of Alcoholic Beverages have been 
furnished us through the courtesy of the National Association of Alcoholic Beverage Importers, 
Ine., National Press Bldg., Washington, D. C. The letter numbers after each item refer to their 
releases to members, for further details write Association direct. Please mention this Rulletin. 


The Association, for some time, has been discussing the legality of the use of 
dispensing devices, such as tilting stands, for the holding of large bottles of distilled 
spirits or wines. There follows a communication from Commissioner Berkshire which 
indicates that such stands, which are primarily valuable as point-of-sale advertising 
media, would be in compliance with the regulations. You will note also the Commis- 
sioner’s comment about obtaining the opinion of the Bureau before such stands are 
actually put into use. It is suggested you read the communication carefully and submit 
to this office any stands you may purpose to use. [Letter No. 106.] 

Sirs 

“Receipt is acknowledged of your letter dated September 18, 1941, requesting an opinion 
us to the legality, under Regulations No. 6, of using a dispensing device such as a tilting 
stand for holding bottles of distilled spirits or wine which bears, on the stand, advertising 
matter conforming with the regulations relating to advertising. You have stated that 
members of your Association have placed on the market distilled spirits and wines packed 
n gallon glass bottles and desire to furnish tilting stands for such bottles to retailers as 
retailer advertising specialties under authorization of Regulation No. 6. 

It is the opinion of the Bureau that Section 3 (e) (2) of Regulations No. 6 authorizes 
the furnishing, giving, or selling, under the conditions stated, to a retailer, of stands of 
this nature which are primarily valuable to the retailer as point-of-sale advertising media. 
In any case where there is a question as to whether or not a stand would be primarily valu- 
able to the retailer as a point-of-sale advertising medium, it would be in order to submit 
such stand to the Bureau for an opinion prior to its use.” 


SCOTCH WHISKY 


Importers are requested to read the communication addressed to the Association 
by Sir Owen Chalkley, commercial counsellor of the British Embassy. The information 
contained in this letter is most satisfactory to importers of Scotch whisky and in 
keeping with the communications sent to the Association by the British Government 
in 1939 and 1940 with respect to Scotch whisky. [Letter No. 106.] 

Dear Mr. Lourie: 

“Il am sorry that pressure of work makes it impossible for me to be with you this year 
at the dinner of the National Association of Alcoholic Beverage Importers, but I should be 
glad if you would convey a message for me to the members of the Association thanking 
them particularly for their cooperation in the maintenance of our trade in Scotch Whisk; 
during these difficult times, and wishing them every success in the future. 

“Although we are receiving vast quantities of materials from the United States for the 
prosecution of the war under Lease-Lend arrangements, we still have to meet immense do!- 
iar commitments for goods contracted for prior to the passage of the Lend-Lease Act, and 
also for goods and expenditures which do not come under the Lend-Lease arrangements. 
The maintenance of the United Kingdom export trade to the United States is therefore 
still of essential importance, and the recent undertaking of the British Government not 
to use Lend-Lease materials in exports makes it more than ever vital that our trade in 
other products be maintained Amongst these, Scotch Whisky takes pride of place and 
the importance of keeping exports to the United States at as high a level as possible is 
fully recognized by the British Government.”

MANUFACTURERS EXCISE TAXES—EXPORT 


The new manufacturers’ Excise Taxes which became effective October 1 do not apply 
on export shipments. Section 2406 of the Revenue Act of 1941 states: “Under regulations 
prescribed by the Commissioner with the approval of the Secretary, no tax under this 
chapter shall be imposed with respect to the sale of any article for export, or for shipment 
to a possession of the United States, and in due course so exported or shipped.” 


STANDARDS OF FILL FOR WINE 


1. By virtue of and pursuant to Section 5 (e) of the Federal Alcohol Administration 
Act, as amended (U.S.C. Sup., Title 27), Section 3170 of the Internal Revenue Code (53 Stat., 
part 1), and Section 161 of the Revised Statutes (U.S.C., Title 5, Sec. 22), subsections (a) 
and (1 f 





») of Section 37 of Regulations No. 4, Relating to Labeling and Advertising of Wine 
(27 C.F.R. 4.37 (a) and (b)), are amended, effective 2 years after October 24, 1941 to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 37. Net Contents.—(a) The net contents of wine for which a standard of fill 
is prescribed in article VII of these regulations shall be stated in the same manner and 
form in which such standard of fill is set forth in said article. 

(b) The net contents of wine for which no standard of fill is prescribed in article VII 
of these regulations shall be stated as follows, except that net contents may be expressed 
in the metric system of measure for containers of % liter, 1 liter and 1% liter: 

(1) If 1 pint, 1 quart, or 1 gallon, the net contents shall be so stated 

(2 If less than a pint, the net contents shall be stated in fractions of a pint, or in 
fluid ounces. 

(3) If more than a pint, but less than a quart, the net contents shall be stated in 
fractions of a quart, or in pints and fluid ounces. 

(4) If more than a quart, but less than a gallon, the net contents shall be stated in 
fractions of a gallon, or in quarts, pints, and fluid ounces. 

(5) If more than a gallon, the net contents shall be stated in gallons and fractions 
thereof.” 

2. By virtue of and pursuant to Section 5 (e) of the Federal Alcohol Administration 
Act, as amended (U.S.C. Sup., Title 27), Section 3170 of the Internal Revenue Code (53 
Stat., part 1), and Section 161 of the Revised Statutes (U.S.C., Title 5, Sec. 22), Regulations 
No. 4, Relating to Labeling and Advertising of Wine (27 C.F.R., part 4) are amended, 
effective 2 years after October 24, 1941 by striking out article VII thereof and substituting 
therefor the following: 


ARTICLE VII. STANDARDS OF FILL FOR WINE. 


Sec. 70. Application of article.—(a) Except as provided in subsection (b), no person 
engaged in business as a producer, rectifier, blender, importer, or wholesaler of wine, 
directly or indirectly or through an affiliate, shall sell or ship or deliver for sale or ship- 
ment, or otherwise introduce in interstate or foreign commerce, or receive therein, or 
remove from customs custody, any wine unless such wine is bottled or packed in the 
standard wine containers herein prescribed. 

(hb) This article shall not apply (i) to sake, or (i) to wine packed in containers of 5 
gallons or more, or (iii) to imported wine in the original containers in which entered in 
customs custody, or (iw) to wine domestically bottled or packed, either in or out of cus- 
toms custody, prior to the effective date of this article, if the container, or the label on 
the container, bears a conspicuous statement of the net contents thereof, and if the actual 
capacity of the container is not substantially less than the apparent capacity upon visual 
examination under ordinary conditions of purchase or use, 

Sec. 71. Standard wine containers.—(a) A standard wine container shall be made 
formed and filled to meet the following specifications 

(1) Design.—lIt shall be so made and formed as not to mislead the purchaser Wine 
containers shall be held (irrespective of the correctness of the net contents specified on 
the label) to be so made and formed as to mislead the purchaser if the actual capacity is 
substantially less than the apparent capacity upon visual examination under ordinary con 
ditions of purchase or use; and 

(2) Fill,—It shall be so filled as to contain the quantity of wine specified in one of 
the standards of fill prescribed in section 72; and 

(3) Headspace.—It shall be so made and filled as to have a headspace not in excess of 
6% of its total capacity after closure if the net contents of the container is 2/5 pint or 
more, and a headspace not in excess of 10% of such capacity in the case of all other con- 
tainers.

INCREASE IN EGYPTIAN SPECIFIC IMPORT DUTIES 


All Egyptian specific import duties except those on tea, tobacco and tobacco products 
and gasoline have been increased fifty per cent, effective September 15, 1941. The ad 
valorem duties remain unchanged. 


PIGEONS WORK AT FOREIGN TRADE-ZONE 


Employment of pigeons at the foreign trade zone on Staten Island, New York, to 
separate ergot from grains of rye has solved a difficult labor problem, 

Ergot, a parasitic growth peculiar to certain types of rye, contains important medical 
properties but the task of separating it from kernels of rye by hand has heretofore been 
both laborious and expensive. 

Peasants in Eastern Europe, the former source of imports of this fungus-bearing rye, 
performed the separation process by hand and the ergot was exported to the United States, 

Since the outbreak of war and the capitulation of the Balkan countries, the contami- 
nated rye has been obtained from other foreign sources and brought into the Staten Island 
zone Where the separation was performed by hand 

Due to increased employment in defense industries in the area of the zone, some dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in obtaining suitable labor for this work. Officials were 
considering this problem recently at a time when a pigeon in search of food entered a 
zone building and started to eat fungus-bearing xgrain spread on a table preparatory to the 
separation process. 

Other pigeons were attracted and soon a sizable flock were voraciously consuming the 
xrain The fluttering of wings and other movements of the pigeons caused the ergot to 
be separated from the kernels of rye and deposited on the table top where it could be 
readily gathered. 

Subsequent receipts of the fungus-bearing rye have been spread on a fine mesh screen 
on the open upland area of the zone to attract a larger number of pigeons and thus in- 
crease the production of ergot. The ergot remains on the screen and is gathered after 
the pigeons have consumed all of the rye. 

Many pigeons which formerly made their homes in the facades of Manhattan's more 
fashionable office buildings apparently have moved their abode to the Staten Island 
zone in order that they may become more actively identified with this new trade-promo- 
tion activity

EXPORT CONTROL SCHEDULE NO. 23—PAPER 


Beeause of the acute shortage of paper, the Economic Defense Board has issued Export 
Control Schedule No. 23 (effeetive Nov. 11, 1941), placing under control a long list of forms, 
conversions, and derivatives of paper. Previously the Office of Export Control, now a 
Division of the Economic Defense Board, placed under the licensing system all wood pulp 
and chemicals used in the manufacture of paper, in the hope that such control would reduce 
the exportation of paper. 

On October 1, under Schedule No. 21, waste paper in its forms, conversions, and deriva- 
tives was placed under export control. In addition to these items previously determined, 
the new schedule, effective today, includes, in the forms, conversions, and derivatives of 
paper, the following: printing paper, cover paper, greaseproof and waterproof paper, wrap- 
ping paper (except Kraft). Kraft wrapping paper, surface-coated paper, tissue and crepe 
paper, toilet paper, paper towels and napkins, Kraft container board, other box board, 
bristols and bristol board, other paper board, sheathing and building paper, fiber insulating 
board, wall board of paper or pulp, blotting paper, filing folders and other office forms, 
papeteries, writing paper, paper hangings, paper bags, boxes, and cartons, envelopes, cash 
register and adding-machine paper, and other paper and paper products, (No, 6) 

General Licenses will be authorized, effective November 11, 1941, to the following 
countries: Canada, Great Britain and Northern Ireland, Newfoundland, Iceland, and the 
Philippine Islands. (No, 8) 


CONTROLLING CERTAIN EXPORTS 


Exporters and manufacturers have been notified that affidavits indicating specific use 
of certain articles and materials must be submitted to the Board before their exportation 
will be authorized. 

Administrative Order No. 2 (Oct. 18, 1941), states that except as presently authorized 
by general or unlimited licenses, and notwithstanding the prior issuance of an individual 
license or licenses, none of the articles or materials named may be exported until an af- 
fidavit is filed showing the specific use for which it is intended. The applicant also must 
show past shipments of such articles and materials since January 1, 1937. The affidavit 
also must be accompanied by a verified copy of the order for such articles and materials 
for which exportation is sought 

The order means that affidavits of specific use must be filed regardless of whether an 
export license has been obtained in the past or the shipper is applying for a new license. 

The administrative order provides also that before a shipment will be authorized, a 
finding will be made as to whether or not denial of the proposed exportation would work 
an unusual hardship. This finding shall be evidenced by a notation on the license itself, o1 
by written authorization addressed either to the applicant or licensee, as the case may be, 
or to the appropriate Collector of Customs or Postmaster.

CITIZENSHIP OF EMPLOYEES OF FOREIGN SUBSIDIARY COMPANIES 


On October 31, 1941, the Secretary of State 
issued an order creating in the Passport 
Division a Board of Review to consider all 
cases involving the loss of nationality under 
the nationality laws of the United States 
and to conduct, in appropriate instances 
formal and informal hearings regarding 
such cases. 

We are advised that the Department of 
State is at present giving serious consider- 
ation to the matter of recommending to the 
Congress the amendment of Chapter IV of 
the Nationality Act of 1940 in several re- 
spects and in particular with respect to the 
loss of American nationality by naturalized 


American citizens who have resided abroad 
for protracted periods. The experience of 
the Department of State since the passage 
of the Nationality Act of 1940 has indicated 
the desirability of considering the amend- 
ment of Chapter 1V of that Act. 

In view of the present delay in communi- 
cations due to world conditions, it may take 
some time to discover all the meritorious 
cases Which might be considered in framing 
amendments to the present law. Members 
of the National Foreign Trade Council, may 
desire, therefore, to bring to our attention 
cases of naturalized citizens employed by 
them abroad, who might lose their citizenship.
